Security to June 30, 1057, and for other purposes. 

Resolved, by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled , That section 4 (a) (2) of Commission on 
the joint resolution, approved August 9, 1955, entitled “Joint Resolu- 
(ion To Establish a Commission on Government Security” (69 Stat. 

595-597), is hereby amended to read as follows: 50 use 781 note 

“(2) The Commission may procure, without regard to the civil 
service laws and the Classification Act of 1949, as amended, temporary 63 stat. 954. 
and intermittent services to the same extent as is authorized for the ® 1071 note 

departments by section 15 of the Act of August 2, 1946 ( 60 Stat. 810), 5 a " 
but at rates not to exceed $50 per diem for individuals, and such serv- 
ices may be procured for any period of time during the existence of the 
Commission.” 

That section 9 of such joint resolution is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

“Sec. 9. The Commission may submit interim reports to the Con- 5; epons t0 
gress and the President at such time or times as it deems advisable, l ' on s reas< 
and shall submit its final report to the Congress and the President not 
later than June 30, 1957. The final report of the Commission may 
propose such legislative enactments ana administrative actions as in 
its judgment are necessary to carry out its recommendations. The Termination. 
Commission shall cease to exist ninety days after submission of its 
final report.”
